publicly  and  privately  owned  host-tree  species 
with  the  systemic  insecticide  imidacloprid.  This  program 
may  require  personnel  from  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  (USDA)  or  employees  contracted  by  USDA  to 
enter  your  property.  The  treatment  will  occur  in  your  area 
on  or  around 


The  insecticide  will  be  injec^  dir^ly  ir^  the  trunk  of 
susceptible  trees  via  smaUp^iste^  Th^secticide  is 
then  taken  up  by  the  tree's^"^iatQ^  system  where  it 
remains,  posing  no  risk  to  rmr^ns,  '^ts,  oPy^fliilife. 

During  treatment,  field  cr®5*srwill  tiq  a  yetj^iJ^ibbon  to 
each  trunk-injected  tree.  Cc^f^ted  <5ecurif;yPj^sonnel 
will  physically  monitor  each  tre.a^d  tra&^throv^hout  the 
4-hour  treatment  period.

HorTje^nerOjfeoperation  is 
the  main  strength  of  the  ALB  progrkTn.  Please  keep  an 
eye  out  for  trees  displaying  signs  of  ALB  damage.  Your 
continuous  reporting  of  ALB  sightings  is  greatly  appreci- 
ated. 

The  goal  of  the  cooperative  ALB  program  is  to  eradi- 
cate the  pest  from  New  York  City  and  Long  Island.  Since 
the  beetle's  discovery  in  1996,  survey  and  tree  removal 
have  substantially  reduced  the  ALB  population,  but  we 
do  not  believe  full  eradication  is  possible  through  these 
methods  alone.  Public  participation  and  insecticide 
treatments  are  valued  additional  tools  in  our  fight  to 
eradicate  ALB.
